THE POST’S CHALLEN GE 


THE EDITOR of the N. Y. Post on Tuesday challeng- 
ed American Communists to criticize the Soviet position 
on Israel. Post readers won't know how ingenuous this chal- 
lenge is because the Post has not informed its readers 


about the Daily Worker's position on Israel. 
Indeed, we note with pleasure that some contributors 


to the Post such as Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt and Chester 
Bowles, are beginning to suggest Middle East solutions 
‘such as the Daily Worker has urged, independently, ever 


since the beginning of the present crisis. 

Our position on Israel has differed from that of the 
Soviet Union and of the N. Y. Post. The Post is so reluc- 
tant to drop the cold war in the Middle East that it has 
not yet come to the editorial support of Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Bowles. 

The challenge before all Americans—and that means 
before the Post as well as the Daily Worker—is to bring 
a basic Middle East solution, rather than a continuation 

of the cold war which could mean war itself. That is why 
we opposed the invasion of Egypt but also supported the 
Israeli demand for guarantees against resumed hostilities 
and for free navigation in the Gulf of Aqaba. That is 
why we opposed the Western effort to seize the Suez can- 
al but also backed the demand for free navigation in the 
Suez without discrimination. As the magazine Commen- 
tary noted in a recent survey, the Daily Worker criticized 
all the big powers for failing to uphold this right a long 
time ago. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and Chester Bowles have urged that 
the U.S. approach the Soviet Union to secure an agree- 
ment that would halt the shipment of arms to Middle East 
countries. The Daily Worker backs that plea. We chal- 
lenge the Post to do likewise. 

The state of war between the Arab countries and 
Israel] must be ended if peace is to be secured in the Middle 
East. But the UN will have the authority and the power 
to bring both sides together around a single table only if 
our country and the Soviet Union get together to that end. 

So. far the State Department has ‘placed oil politics 
above Middle East peace. It has introduced a “Doctrine” 
which only aggravates tensions. 

The time is now for a more lasting settlement of the 
Middle East crisis. We challenge the Post to inform its 
readers about the proposals we urge for a lasting peace. 


THE CASE FOR FLUORIDATION 


THE PUBLIC hearing by the Board of Estimate 
yesterday brought to a climax of sorts the debate which 
has been going on since 1952, when the American Public 
Health Association urged that New York City fluoridate 


its water “as soon as possible. ” | 

It is to be hoped that the Board will now move, after 
this protracted debate; to give New Yorkers the protection 
against tooth decay which, a virtually unanimous medical 
and dental profession assures us, is possible through 


fluoridation. | 

Opponents of fluoridation run the gamut of religious 
objectors who dislike “compulsory” medical care of any 
kind to those who declare fluoride could have a danger- 
ously toxic effect when imbibed through our water. 

It is pointed out, however, that fluoridation here 
would be no recklessly new experiment conducted on New 
York's millions. Actually, 1437 American communities, 
with a combined population of some 30 millions, fluoridate 
their water. 

Newburgh, N. Y., after fluoridating its water for 10 
years under supervision of the State Department of Health, 
has concluded that the test was successful. 

We cannot, of course, underwrite the final accom- 
plishment of fluoridation here. But sufficient experimenta- 
tion elsewhere, coupled with the considered judgement 
of most medical authorities, convinces us that New York 
should fluoridate its water supply without further delay. 

Tooth decay is a major health blight. If, as seems 


likely, fluoridation can help to protect teeth, particularly 


for our children, controlled careful expetimentation wit 
the process is certainly to be preferred to doing nothing.

Hults said he took exception to a memorandum sent to members 
of the Legislature Feb. 22: The memorandum was in the name of 
six authorities, four of which Moses heads. 

Sen. Earl W. Brydges, Niagara Falls Republican, said Moses. 
gave “shabby treatment” to anyone “who has had the temerity to 
ask for public scrutiny of authority operations.” 

“This man has done no sympathy for democracy,” Brydges said. 
“He looks down his nose at any man who can get enough votes to be 
elected to public’ office.” 


‘A similar attack on the memorandum was made in the Assembly. 


Democratic Sen. William Rosenblatt, of Brooklyn, said the 
Republicans had only themselves to blame for Moses‘ appointment 
as Power Authority head. He said every Democrat had abstained 


from voting confirmation when former Gov. Dewey sent Moses’ 
name to » the Senate.

On this, they were unable to get together. As a result they will 
not make up their minds on residential rent control legislation 


until early next week. 

Tenant and Jabor groups, Gov. Harriman, Democratic legis- 
lators, and Weaver are up in arms against the proposal. They 
argue among other things, that such a measure -would be an in- 
vitation to landlords to make things tough for tenants of $150-a- 


month dwellings in order to force them’ out. 
But the realiy lobby is united on this measure and is putting 


on terrific heat to get it through. 


OTHER ISSUES 
This is one of the points of conflict between the top leader- 


ship and Harriman on rent control. Other major points are: 


Basis on which apartment house landlords are to figure their 
profits. Harriman has proposed that for one and two family 
houses, siate. valuation rates of 1954 be used as the basis for 
figuring the 6 percent profit allowed as a minimum to landlords 
in working out their rents. This would allow some-inereases. For 
apartment houses, however, Harriman asks continuation of the 
present 1953 property valuation scales. : 

GOP leaders want the 1954 scales for all, which means that 
some apartment house owners, outside Manhattan, would be al- 
lowed to get rent increases. 

Harriman wants to close a loophole in the present rent con- 
trol law whereby owners of apartment houses which ‘have been 
converted to smaller apartments esCape controls and gouge their 
tenants unmercifully. He wants such houses recontrolled where 
they have not lived up to housing and health laws. 

The GOP is against this. 

The full position of the Legislative Committee on rents, 


controlled by Carlino, will not be decided until next week,. after

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Novelist Norman Mailer 
Seen on ‘Night Beat

Norman Mailer whose “Naked and the Dead” is high 
on the list of novels about World War H, was interviewed 
Tuesday night by Mike Walace on TV Night Beat, Chan- 
nel 5. Mailer was preceded in the cross-examination chair 
by Judge Hubert Delany, chairman of the Intergroup 
Committee on New York Public Schools.

I do not share Mailers enthusiasm for his subject matter, but 
I agree to this extent with him, that I personally believe that obscen- 
ity (Mailer deprecated the use of that term) is far less harmful 
than greed and selfish ambition. More pernicious than pornography 


or violence in literature, in my opimion, is the pushing by parents for | 


special favors to their children, the kind of thing that Judge Delany 
deplored.
